A.RLY In the war soldiers began to report 
seeing marvellous "visions," •which the

At the battle of Mons British soldiers 
claimed they saw a. company of ancient English 
bowmen on the firing line discharging ajrows 
at the enemy, and several cases hays been re- 
ported tn which French soldiers said they were 
led by a vision of Joan of Arc. At different 
times flaming crosses and other •upernatural 
eights were said to have been seen In the sky 
over the battlefields. 


These "visions" have had a tremendous ef- 


fect upon the^ fighting men who claim to have 
eeen them. This can be readily understood as

a result of the great sp'ritua! revival due to 
the great war, with which also has come a 
renewal of superstition. 
In this latter fact, 


,vhich military experts seemingly -were not slow- 
to grasp as an effective weapon against the en- 
emy, may actually be found a solution of some 
of these strange visions which soldiers say they 
have seen flaming m the skies at night. 


That such visions have appeared can scarce- 


lv be doubted, and <-ince it is possible for mod- 
ern science to have produced them, It Is un- 
necessary to seek for any but natural causes. 
There is good leason for believing that tho 
solutjoa of some of these visions may bo found 
in the workshops of the airplane and stereop- 
ticon makers. 


One case In particular Is cited as proof ot 


how military science has called superstition to 
its aid—that of the vision seen In the sky above 
Pr:-emrsl during the series of terrific assaults 
that ended in the capture of that fortress city 
by the Russians ea^-Iy in the "War. The story ot 
this vision lias been, repeatedly told by soldiers 
of both Austrian and Russian armies, as well as 
by residents of the city.

times, when Uncle Sam has decided that the Iron 
Horse Is one of hla moit efficient -war-making in- 
struments—In that one tractor literally replaces 
•everal men and horses, Bent to the aid of his allies 
—it Is well (or all citizens to ttudy these polnta. 
And "all citizens" Includes milady, too, for a woman 
can handle a tractor precisely aa well as a man. 


Every one of the forty-odd different tractors on 


the market has Its individual good features. Jnst as 
surely, however, one kind of a form needs a certain 
kind of machine, while another kind ot farm 


But there are features of general excellence 


which every farm tractor should have, or be barred 
from the race for supremacy. Borne day the farm 
tractor -will he standardized, bat until that time 
arrives the tractor buyer needs careful guidance. 


There is tha matter of packing the soil, for in- 


Etance. How much does the machine weigh? How 
much soil surface has Its wheels or caterpillar 
traction track? Calculate closely how much prea- 
snre per square inch it puts on the soil, for if It 
packs the soil too hard, no air can reach plant 
roots, and plants positively will not grow unless 
their roots are fed air. 


Speed—At what speed does the machine haul, 


eay, three plough bottoms? What is Its highest 
speed on the road uied as a truck? This la very 
Important Horses travel about two miles an hour 
with plough or heavy road load. A good tractor 
should carrry not fess than three ploughs at least 
three miles per hour, and should make about six 
miles an hour on the road, or hauling crops from 
field to barn or elevator. 


Pulley power—Each tractor manufacturer ad- 


vertises that bit Iron Horse takes the place ot 
the old-fashioned stationary engine. Look into 
this carefully. 
Will the tractor run a full-size 


thresher or separator? Can it he regulated to run 
the butter churn without wastage of gasoline? 
Will It cut jllage and then hoist the Bllage into 
the silo? 
Will It run a circular saw briskly 


through knotty green logs? Will it stand firmly 
on the barmfloor when used as stationary power, 
or does It need a lot ot tiresome blocking and wedg- 
ing to make It firm nnder belt pull? 


Will the tractor engine run on kerosene, after 


having been started up on gasoline? 


Are, Its bearings protected from dust, dirt, mud 


and rain? They must be If the machine is to 
give good, durable service. 


In how small a space will It turn? This makes 


a great difference in practical field work. Think 
over It a moment Draw a mind picture of the 
repeated turnings at field ends, whether ploughing, 
mowing hay, reaping and binding, harrowing or 
cultivating. 
, And will the tractor cultivate corn up to a 
telght of, say, four feat? You grow corn, of course. 


How are you going to cultivate it with your 
tractor? 


Buy a tractor as you buy anything else, any 


other implement, after reducing to precise figures 
Its cost of operation, repairs, maintenance and 
earning power. 
Determine its capacity to earn 


pqjfit, its "man power," and then go ahead. 


% No man should buy a big tractor because his 


neighbor has a big tractor. No man should buy a 
email tractor because a friend has a small machine. 
The majority of us, being merely human, are In- 
clined to brag about what we have, rather than 
acknowledge that'Ve have made purchasing mis- 
takes. It's fun to say, "I've got the beit tractor In 
this county!" Make your own calculations. 


The state of Ohio Is about to furnish "com- 


munity" tractors. Start a movement to that end 
in your state. Ohio is going to place a few tractors 
in each county, with experts to operate them, and 
hire out men and machines to farmers. This 
scheme, tried In Canada, proved a great success.

How the ORIGIN of CYCLONES Is EXPLAINED 
C 


YCLONIC 
disturbances, variously 


known as hurricanes, typhoons, 
cyclones, etc., each year leave In 


their paths lasting impressions of their 
devastating force. 


The study of cyclonic disturbances 


has been and Is still most ardently pur- 
sued the world over, and especially in 
this country by the United States 
Weather Bureau. The most valuable 
Instrument in foretelling the existence 
and approach of cyclonic storms IB the 
mercurial barometer, an Instrument In 
which the weight of a column of air of 
given cross sectional area is balanced 
against that of a column of mercury 
having an equal cross-sectional area. 
The pressure of the atmosphere is meas- 
ured in inches Instead of pounds, i. e., 
the pressure of the atmosphere is a cer- 
tain number of pounds to the square 
Inch and is equivalent to the pressure 
produced by a column of mercury of so 
many Inches. 


"Many theories have been put for- 


ward to explain the origin of cyclones, none of 
which is entirely satisfactory," says a writer In 
the Scientific American. "However, they orig- 
inate o\er tue ocean between lue equatorial h<n 
belt and tho trade, wind regions. 
Here unset- 


tled conditions of barometric pressure prevail 
and the generally accepted theory connects tha 
development of the disturbance with the _xist- 
ence of a preliminary abnormal sultry, rainy and

A general overthrowing of 
the atmosphere occurs, violent inrushes of the air

The earliest Indications heralding 


the still distant cyclonic storm usually 
result la an abnormal rise of the bar- 
ometer, with cool, dry, fresh winds and 
cessation or complete reversal of tho 
land and sea breezes and with a very 
transparent atmosphere; also in tha 
heavens will be seen light, feathery 
plumes of the hlgn cirrus clouds radiat- 
ing from a point In tha horizon mark- 
lug the storm's centre.

THE TRUNK FISH

AY I Introduce you to the trunk fish? Al- 
though this fish is more or leas of a traveler, 
It appears BO seldom in our markets that 


It Is a stranger to most household buyers. Besides 
this fact, the trunk fish uses so many aliases that 
It IB difficult to discover. Trunk, cow, rock shell, 
chapln or plate fish ar« some of them. 


The trunk fish Is different from others of Its" 


species—a sort of left-handed cousin of the shell- 
fishes, Its body being encased in an odd bony 
thatched shell, the jaws, fins and tail being free, 
but like those of other fishes. Large and serious 
eyes, a cowlike head and a small mouth give this 
fish a mild and benign expression. If caught in a. 
net, tha fish can exist out of water two or three 
hours and when put back apparently does not suf- 
fer from the experience. 


These fish tour the waters around the West 


Indies, where they are abundant, visiting the coast 
of Africa, traveling from Brazil to the Chesapeake, 
and in the Gulf'stream to Woods Hole. 


The full-grown trunk fish Is about 16 Inches long 


and neavy In proportion. The flesh is delicate, like 
that of the crab, and the flavor unusually agreeable. 


One general way of cooking the trunk fish is to 


boll it 20 minutes in salted water, drain, cool and 
remove the meat from the shell. Clean the shell 
and throw it Into cold water. Flake the fish and 
add to It a beaten egg, half a cupful of crumbs, 
half a gill of malted butter, the same amount of 
cream or rich milk, pepper, salt and the Jules of an 
onion. Dry and grease the ehell, fill it with the rais- 
ture and bake for 20 minutes in a medium oven. 


The meat may be used in any way in whjcb 


crab meat is used. Curried and baked In piecrust 
tartlet shells, it makes a dainty and attractive 
flsh course. It is also excellent flaked and mixed 
with French dMsing and spread thinly on rye 
sandwich rounds. If tha rounds ara first spread 
with mayonnaise, the, »aadwlch«t will ba a little 
richer in flavor.

The INFLUENCE of the MOON on CROPS 
T 


HE old belief that the moon has some sort 
of influence op plant growth still persists In 
some farming sections. Some farmers, It la 


said, refuse to plant crops or to kill hogs unless 
the moon is in some particular position. 


The influence of the moon on the growth ot 


crops, or on other agricultural operations, haa 
Hlways been denied by scientific men. The follow- 
ing brief statement by C. P. Marvin, chief of the 
United Slates weather bureau, printed In the Rural 
New Yorker, shows what they think of the matter: 


"It Is tha general belief ot scientists that the 


moon has no appreciable influence on temperature, 
rainfall, or any other weather element, or on 
plant growth. 


"Plant growth depends upon temperature, 


light, humidity aud plant food (both in the soli 
and in the air), and its availability. Obviously 


the moon neither mellows the ground nor fer- 
tilizes It, neither does it alter the composition of 
the atmosphere; hence it affects neither the me- 
chanical condition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity ot available plant food. 


"If the moon has any Influence on plant growth, 


it would seem that it must exert this Influence 
through ita light 
Experiment, however, shows 


that when a plant is so shadowed that it gets only 
one one-hundredth of normal daylight, It grow? 
but little better than It does in absolute darkness. 
Pull daylight is about 600,000 times brighter than 
full moonlight; hence one one-hundredth of day- 
light, already too feeble to stimulate appreciably 
plant activity, is still 60QO times brighter than 
full moonlight. The conclusion iar that, even la 
respect to light stimulus, the moon's Influence ca 
plant growth Is wholly negligible."

THE PUZZLE 
OF SALONIKI 


The Allied operations in Macedonia 


had not been carried on for mora 
than six months when the first de- 
mands for their cessation were heard. 
Since then no month has passed with- 
out a renewal of these demands. Tha 
fact that nothing was accomplished, 
even at the time of Rumania's en- 
trance in the European war, a most 
propitious moment, has always been 
the argument — a good argument at 
that, 


The expedition has been very ex^ 


pensive. It has tied up a great deal 
of shipping that could have been bet- 
ter employed elsewhere, and, what Is" 
still worse, the needs of the Salonlki 
army have given the German subma- 
rines In the Mediterranean a chance 
they would not have had otherwise. 


By the time the British government 


has moved to SalonikI, over an un- 
safe water route, 1000 men, tha Ger- 
man government 
can 
throw Into 


Macedonia 10,000 men over .a per- 
fectly safe, 
ail-land 
route.

London to the Macedonian front Is a

tion, at least seven days' steaming 
over submarine-infested seas, ona day 
for debaikation and another threa 
da:- s for entrapment, travel to tha 
front, and detrainment.

From Berlin to the Macedonian 


front, entrainment and detrainment 
included, is a matter of four days. 
From any of the big Austro-Hunga- 
rian military bases the Macedonian 
front may be reached in three days, 
and from Sofia it is a question or 
two days. 
German troops from tha 


west front may be taken into a Mace- 
donian firing line In five days. 


Taking Into account that Macedonia 


may be reached in a shorter tlmb 
from any of the French ports along 
the Mediterranean, we still find that 
the Alllas require just double tha 
tune to get troops Into Macedonia, 
That -disadvantage is increased by 
the fact that the Serbian railroads can 
for days be given over to German 
military transports if that should ba 
necessary, while the Allies depend en- 
tirely upon the shipping available, 
which Is none too plentiful now. 


A more serious state of affairs can- 


not easily 'be Imagined. On tha ona 
hand we lia-ie the Allied convoy ot 
transports, conveying at best 25,000 
men and the supplies they immediate- 
ly need, while on the other we see a 
railroad line of communication, and, 
so far as the Bulgarian troops are 
concerned, the base of supplies in tha 
very backyard of the front. 


CALCULATIONS WRECKED. 


So long as Rumania was still a po- 


tential enemy of the Central Powers 
tue ejcuonifti espeJIi..ur. I"-aJ \a!uss o* 
its own 
The Allied troops In Mace- 


donia would have served la good 
stead in case the Rumanian, army had 
been better than it was. With tha 
Rumanians pressing the Bulgars from 
the north, the SalonikI army would 
have given the Bulgarian government 
anxious hours. 
But those calcula- 


tions \\ere wrecked on the poor show- 
ing made at first by tho Rumanian 
army. 


The debacle of the Rumanian army 


robbed the SalonikI expedition of its 
raison d'etre. Alter the Rumanians 
had retreated bejond Bralia and Ga- 
latz, there was no longer any reason 
why tho Siloniki enterpns» should 
not ha-^e been terminated in the man- 
n«r omplovert in the case of Galbpoli.

T was a roadside incident, in the danger zone 
behind Verdun, that first gave me an insight

ite, who wrought the magic. 


We Americans have no queens or peeresses or 


court favorites, but we have society leaders who 
continue to influence fashions in their own way. 
And if Mrs. Leonard M. Thomas—she was Blanche 
Oelrichs when Helleu called her the most beauti- 
ful girl In America—has really set out to make 
fashionable American women adopt "bobbed" hair 
it may actually turn out that a new style will defi- 
nitely arrive. New York and Newport certainly 
have "taken notice." 


Not that bobbed hair is new. In art circles, In 


the bohemian sets, this form of head-dress has long 
been a feature, a distinctive mark of quaint and 
often fascinating radicalism. But society, despite 
many threats to do so, never has really accepted it. 
The old order has held firmly. The picturesque- 
ness of richly flowing hair has remained for ad- 
miration—and for making hats comfortably ad- 
justable. 
Mme. Olga Petrova is not the only 


beauty who insists that "woman's crowning glory" 
is indeed her hair and that to shear the hair is 
to shear the glory. 


It is upon this theory that hair has been In- 


sured more than once. When Diane Oste was sairf 
to have sued Lloyd's for delayed insurance on her 
damaged hair, it was for the specific reason that her 
wonderful tresses—now fully restored—were ex- 
ceptionally profuse and lustrous. To have all the 
hair you could have left one free to invent oddities 
Euch as I find illustrated in a charming portrait 
of Barbara Eutherford. Women may play all sorts 
of line melodies with hair. Yet "personality" is a 
wonderful factor. 


Surely nothing in the history of art, of beauty, 


of social development, has been stranger than the 
relationship of hair habits to the language of 
effect. Samson's case is not the only illustration 
of a certain psychology. 


"Short Hair and "Originality." 


Women with missions to fulfil, with political 


Ideals and reform programs, have drifted to short 
hair as a stage that seems inevitably to mark a 
spirit of unrest. 


We are told by students throughout the ages 


that unrest is the first symptom of all progress. 
It is always the first symptom of all change, either 
for progress or the reverse, and what is more nat- 
ural than for a woman, having worrried along for 
years with the tangled locks that have enmeshed 
mankind from the feminine point of view, to cast 
aside the wavy tresses when she seeks freedom 
from the restrictions that have beset her?

In her girlhood days, when long hair 
was as naturally a part of her social stage setting 
as a continental tour, she was a belle in the' good, 
old-fashioned way. Her great mass of h^ir hung 
about a beautiful face with an abandon that was 
the ecstasy of nrtisls and the Jure of men.

men of old, going forth with their nets, might not 
hope to make any such catch as the charming 
young woman was sure to land in her sunny 
tresses. 


The Judgment of Helleu. 


Paul Helleu, the French etching genius, who 


had the world for his hunting field when he started 
to seek beautiful lines that might be etched in his 
Incomparable fashion, picked her from all of the 
women in America as the most beautiful. He 
found something in the lines of the face, the pose 
of the head and the consonance of feminine at- 
tractions that appealed to his genius as no other 
similar combination had appealed. 


So he elevated her upon the point of his etch- 


Ing tool to the pedestal whereon she might reign 
as a dream of Art. The point of the etching tool is 
ever a diamond, so s>he came into her own upon a 
worthy vehicle. 


But recently society ^as astonished to find the 


matron who charmed all Art with the locks that 
once enshrined her fair head cut after the fashion 
that was used h; ih; Maid cf Or!«p"<= when sh" 
gave up the peasant's bonnet for the steel casque 
of medieval war. 


And with the transition came the news that the 


strange, appealing verses that had appeared under 
the name of Michael Strange were the work of her 
brain and hand. She had gnvutated from a light 
darling of society to a serious worker, and with 
the evolution had dropped the sun-kissed tresses 
that seemed to be the exponent of the fairy life. 


They were, in some cases, daring verses, play- 


Ins with the fire of life with saiage abandon. In 
other instances the serious vein stood boldly to 
the fore. Now a touch of loneliness appeared in 
the lines. Then the theme switched to rebellion 
and war against the bonds of convention. And 
next we find her muse walking in the Valley o£ 
the Shadow and holding converse with Death. 


In "I Said Good-Night to You," she sings with 


a gracious and vivid art. And she sings of the 
Spirit of Love with brilliant, flow ing: ami jiiii^s- 
sioned lines that betoken a keen sense of liter- 
ary values as well as of the humanities. Of the 
Spirit of Lo\e she says: 


"[ am the Splilt of J,n\?. 
The sifter of every great =aciifice. 
And I play with a gol'len harp 
Strung upon the pulses of nil triumphant sorrow. 
I play to thOS" b-irts he:.\v 
"SVlth the burden of growing love, 
And to those stretches hands thrtt are faint 
From an attitude of deep giving." 


One must study the work of the society woman 


with some care to get her varying moods, and there 
comes in yet another verse this idea: 


"A sir ful mood gallops through-my heart. 


. Heatirgr my pulses unbeorabb . 


I imagine toe \ividlv the delights 
Of what I do not will to do. 
And that is painful " 


Such was the sample goods in the poetical 


show window that marked the shop of Michael 
Strange, uho, when Michael disported long tresses 
and the name of Mrs. Leonard M. Thomas, was 
one of the gayest of the gay in society. She was 
a hostess of renown. Newport recalled her daring 
simplicity at once when the poems came. 


Had she not walked into the street to survey 


her motor car, calmly puffing a cigarette, at a 
time when the less daring women folk only lit up 
when the shades were drawn. Did she not prolong 
one of her dinner dances, starting on Saturday 
evening, until 6 o'clock Sunday morning, to the 
bringing upon her head of the pulpit complaints 
of some of her ecclesiastical neighbors? 


A Genius of Diverse Expression. 


Yes, these things had corns in her rather quiet 


and smooth life to show that she had a will of her 
own long before the name of Michael Strange had 
a place in the libraries of the rich. But she had 
shown other moods quite as variant. On the ten- 
nis court she was one of the most lithe and swift 
players, showing that her condition, mentally and 
physically, was good. In her town house at 12 
East Eighty-seventh street, New York, she was a 
modest queen. Her husband, formerly secretary 
to the American legation at Madrid, had seen 
much of the world before he married the beauti- 
Jul Blanche, and they had no jars to mar their 
home life. 


The whim of her authorship came just at the 


time when the change in the wearing of her hair 
was noted. It brought strongly to the fore the 
question of the influence of hair upon genius and 
character, and •with all the more force since Mrs.

the few, but has not before emerged in the extensively 
ramified political discussions. It begins with the 
declaration that friends of tke governor are making 
extraordinary efforts to patch it up between the gov- 


. ernor and Senator Johnson, deeming the occasion 


opportune because of the unloading of Naftzger. The 
story is to the effect that Naftzger was responsible 
for the split between Senator Johnson and his ap- 
pointee. When Johnson failed to resign the governor- 
ship promptly on January 1, as the lieutenant-governor 
seemed to have supposed he would, there was a stir 
among Stephens' friends, of whom Naftzger was close 
up. There were interviews with the incumbent—and 
it can be imagined how he took interviewing of that 
kind. Finally it appeared, or was made to appear, that 
Johnson would not resign during the legislative ses- 
sion, and not until fall unless Congress met in extra 


. session. This greatly perturbed the Stephens ad- 


visers, and the story reached Johnson that the lieu- 
tenant-governor had been counseled to invoke the law 
to determine whether one could legally hold two such 
offices as the governorship of a State and a senator- 
ship of the United States at the same time. And the 
story is that the further information was carried the 
governor that Naftzger was the counsellor. That being 
the case, it is seen how it may have been concluded 
that one of the obstacles to a reconciliation has been 
cleared away. 
At the Treasurer's Office 


The city treasurer's office is all "bet" up over the 


way that civil service works. 
The cashier, C. B. Per- 


kins, recently deceded. 
That uncovered a row of 


promotions. 
The cashier receives §300 a month. The 


next position is that of bank and bond deputy, who 
gets §250 a month; the next is the chief deputy, §^OU; 
and there is a bond deputy who gets S150. For some 
reason that doesn't appear none of these positions is 
under civil service rules. 
So the 
treasurer 
took 


things in hand and advanced A. W. Hobro to the cash- 
iersbip, J. H. Tbieler to the bank and bond deputy- 
ship, A. L. Hewlett to the "chief deputyship. Each of 
these was promoted a notch, with an increase of sal- 
ary of §50 a month; but a new man was brought in as 
bond deputy to get §150. 
This happened-while the 


twenty or more clerks stood around and watched the 
proceedings and pondered on the singular hit-and- 
miss character of that provision of the charter that 
was understood to safeguard the employee and pre- 
vent the boss playing political chess with his assistants. 
Suit Against the City 


The filing of a suit by the United Railroads against 


the city to .recover §865,250 in damages because of 
alleged loss from the duplication of tracks on Market 
street, between Church street and Van Ness avenue, 
serves as a reminder that the public opposition to four 
tracks on the city's principal thoroughfare has pretty 
well died out. Since basis was laid for this action 
work in extending the duplicate tracks down to 
Kearny has proceeded, from which street there are 
already four tracks to the ferry. The United Railroads' 
franchise provides that the tracks of another line 
may not occupy the same street for more than fhe 
b^'ck*. The city's contention is that this applies to 
private corporations; that the city itself can use its 
own streets at its pleasure. The four tracks in Market 
will greatly increase the traffic congestion, and there 
has been a considerable discussion of tunnels at points 
of greatest congestion, as Kearny and Third, for the 
accommodation of such pedestrians as are not willing 
to chance the surface passage across. As to the suit, 
attorneys are discussing it, one going so far &s to 
declare it is a better ease than the incinerator people 
had, and they recovered from the city $50,000 more than 
they at first demanded. 
Raid That Did Not Come Off 


The outcome of the annual election of the Pacific 


Gas and Electric Company last Tuesday was very ' 
different from that which some persons planned. Two 
weeks ago there was some expectation of sensational 
changes. 
Some of those who noted the extraordinary 


activity of persons who were seeking proxies would 
not have been surprised if there had been a big turn- 
over. 
An eastern syndicate, represented by John T. 


Nickerson and aided and abetted by »M. H. Bridges, 
auditor of the company here, undertook ta round up 
enough proxies to-wrest the control from the old man- 
agement. 
There was a considerable plum involved, 


as the gross receipts of the company for the year had 
been ?]f).Sin,nSO.()0. 
To control a business that takes 


in as much money as that is certainly an alluring 
prospect. As it turned out. there wa< never much 
danger of a revolution in the management of ihe 10.1-

The Music Puzzle 


Everybody admits that Lemare is a great organist— 


one of the greatest in the world—and nobody goes to 
bear him. He is in the category of the drama that 
scoYes-an artistic success, but which verdict the box 
office rails, to aiiV.aln. Able :nil*irinn* bay? ployed 
to explain it by citing other instances of artistic coin- 
potency uncoupled with that magnetic quality that 
<l»-{nv« the crowd. Perhaps Lemare's uncompromising 
attitude against popular music has something to do 
with it. His position appears to be that if the public 
cannot appreciate classical compositions, it ought to, 
and its failure is its own loss. The question of Lemare 
and the great organ constitute a problem that the 
Board of Supervisors struggle with much as a kinder- 
garten' pupil would a problem in Euclid. They feel 
that they should do something in the direction of the 
uplift, now that there is a big organ in a big audi- 
torium; and the dominant idea is that the spending 
of money is the way to do it. Aside from the §10,000 
salary of Lemare, there is §100 a month for a "tuner'' 
and an equal sum. for a publicity agent. Add the inci- 
dental expenses and this particular uplift effort will 
be found to entail a pretty expense. But the uplift 
via the organ and Lemare is not the ouly one officially 
attempted. There are the musical symphonies so callud 
and the municipal baud. All such enterprises have to 
be paid out of the Auditorium fund, which is now 
depleted something more than five thousand dollars, 
and demands have to be registered and take their turn. 
If things go on this way the matter will soon cure 
itself, for there being no money-to reimburse the 
uplift effort there will soon be a falling off in the 
effort. But the chances are the municipal music will 
figure in the budget, when money will be appropriated 
to meet the emergencies that arise in this new line of 
public endeavor.

The Mooney Case

Drop in Salmon 


The public has been entertained, or wearied, as the 


case may be, by the amenities between Harris Wein- 
stock, market director, and A. Paladini, fish magnate, 
orer the price of fish. Before the law gave Weinstock 
the legal right to butt in' Paladini was the whole thing 
in fixing the price. After Weinstock took charge con- 
sumers found that in addition to a row that was con- 
tinuous, prices had' not improved much. Indeed, if 
anything they had crept up. Paladini said that fish 
ought to be 25 per cent cheaper, and Weinstock de- 
manded to see Paladini's books. During all this time 
the State published ads to the effect that salmon was 
25 cents a pound. But along came a fishing company 
and, while official and monopolist were biting thumbs , 
at one another, advertised that it would sell salmon at 
1." cents a pound. The company had not the State 
authority behind it. nor a monopoly to. rely on. It just 
cm^ht fi"h and sold them at a price it could afford, 
which was 7% to 10 cents less than prevailed. It is a 
comical situation, removing the bone of contention 
from the State official and the head and front of tho 
fish monopoly.

There 


docfJ not seem to have been any at- 
tempt to deceive the public so far as 
the admiralty boards are 
concerned, 


although wo are constantly assured of 
deep and dark conspiracies to 
hide 


the horrid facts which, if they were 
half as horrid as (hoy are painted, 
would point unerringly to :i lost cause. 


The actual figures have .iu.sl been 


furnished by Sir Kric'T.oddes. 
Dur- 


ing; tho last quarter of 1917 the losses 
f.rom submarines and 
from 
natural 


causes were 1,200,000 tons. The con- 
struction during 
Hie

period 


was 912,000 tons, leaving a Vialance 
in favor of the submarine of 268,000 
tons for the three months, or about 
HO,000 tons a. month.

the closer question of the Japanese in 
California, it is his "contention that 
the total population here from that 
country is about 2 per cent of the 
whole, a proportion strangely small 
as compared to that from other coun- 
tries.

"And let us know that If an armed 


conflict ever arises between the two

Mrs. A. E. Stone, a member of the 


Oakland board of market directors, 
presided at the session. 


WH>E DIVERSITY. 


Hatch took the position that con- 


sumers in modern cities demand 
a 


wide diversity of products in a public 
market, and that this could not be 
provided during an extended season 
by the local producers of Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties for a city 
market in Oakland, and would lead to 
the abandonment of the market or 
the introduction of hucksters 
and. 


dealers, who would be given an un- 
fair advantage over other dealers by 
having a place in 'a public market. 
He held that Oakland was unsuited 
by its location for a public market.

The mileage markings on the map illus- 
trated on this page are accurate in every 
Instance, as the speedometer of the 
Haynes car was tested out for accuracy 
by Louis Reno of the Stewart speed- 
ometer service station in Oakland before 
the start of the trfp. 


Corbin drove the Haynes light six 


pathfinding car from Oakland to Santa 
Cruz on high gear all of the way. Tho 
only time he used lower gears was in 
starting up again after a. stop for the 
purpose of talons pictures. 
While this performance speaks well of 


the flexibility of the Haynes light six 
motor, yet it aiso show a tho condition of 
the Glenwood road over the mountains. 
At this time this road is in excellent 
condition. The season is not far enough 
advanced as yet to cause dust, and the 
mud has dried out to such an extent that 
the roadbed is wonderfully smooth. 


Thousands of motorists will be taking 


this MP within the next few months, and 


It Is for their benefit that The TRIBUNE 
has ocmpiled the accompanying map. 


The trip to Santa Cruz is an easy one 


and the average driver can easily figure 
on making it in about four hours from 
The TRIBUNE building in Oakland to 
the Casino at the beach In Santa Cruz. 
The round trip is ;easy of a Sunday, 
allowing ample time to have a. lunch on 
the beach and enjoy a dip Into the surf. 
The season will open at Santa Cruz about 
May 1, and by that time every concession 
at the Casino will be open for the 
visitors. 
In going to Santa Cruz via the Glen- 


wood road the motorist should set the 
speedometer on his car to zero in front 
of The TRIBUNE building in Thirteenth 
street at Franklin. The reading of the 
oaometer at every turn 01 the road i=j 
marked on'ttiiTmap and it is avery easy 
matter to follow life correct road the 
entire distance ^Sy watching the map and 
odometer clo*fely. '\vliere detoifra 
are 


made the odometer should be reset again 
at the very, next crossroad to conform 
with the markings on The TRIBUNE 
map. Oversize and cord tires will cause 
the odometer to vary from the correct 
mileage markings shown here, but the 
driver will soon note just how his read- 
ings vary from the map and make the 
necessary allowances \vhen he comes to 
a crossroad where he is In doubt as to 
the correct road. 
. State highway is followed practically 
every foot o£ the way from Oakland to 
Los Gates via San Jose. From Los Gatos 
to Santa Cruz the route of the State 
highway system1 is followed 
This part 


of the road, however, is not as yet paved, 
and as a conseouence it will be more or 
less dusty later in the season, and during 
the wet weather it should not be under- 
taken without a complete set of skid 
chains—one for every wheel. 


The Glenwood road in dry weather Is 


a safe mountain road. For practically all 
of the way there is ample room for two 
and in some places three cars to pr>ss. 
The grades are negligible. Between Oak- 
land and Los Gatos a speed of th'lrty 
miles an hour can be maintained on the* 


country roads and twenty miles an hour 
through towns, with the exception cf a 
fifteen-mile an hour zone through the 
business districts of the larger towns 
On the mountains an average of fifteen 
miles an hour should he maintained. On 
the curves, where one's vision is ob- 
scured, caution should be observed for 
cars coming In the opposite direction. 
The mountain highway is signed by the 
California State Automobile Association 
•with warning signs relative to a ten- 
mile an hour limit. A careful scrutiny ot 
the Califo^jia State motor vehiple act 
reveals nVsection where any authorities 
have th"e^ power to enforce such a low 
rate of speed except on causeways or 
viaducts, crossings and the like.

CREEPING RIMS. 


When the shoulders on the wheel, de- 


signed to hold the demountable rim be- 
comes worn, the rim and its tire will 
creep around the wheel. Naturally this 
makes the valve stem project at an acute 
angle 
and, 
if continued long1 enough, 


may cut it off. If the valve stem Is 
he!d firmly by means of a cap, the strain 
falls upon the lower portion of the stem 
and that part of the inner tube which 
surrounds it.
